the firſt Fact, and that ſne was guilty. The 
Priſoner in her Defence intimated that the Money 


was given her to permit Freedoms, to which how- 
ever ſhe would not conſent ; but had no Evidence 
to ſupport it.

19. John Wilkinſon, was indifted for ſtealing 
one Pair of Blue Worſted Men's Stockings, val. 2 
June 8. Guilty 10 4.

minſter, was indifted for aſſaulting and raviſhing 
Sanders Ann Parſons, of the Age of eight Years, and 
under the Age of ten Years; and againſt the Will 
and Conſent of the ſaid Sanders Ann Parſins, carnally 
knowing tle ſaid Sanders Ann Parſons, &c. 
. Elizabeth Marſball. May 31, 1 went into a 
Houſe with this young Man, Raſdell, I ſaw San- 
ders Ann Parſons, and the Priſoner, upon the Bed 
together ; her Cloaths were up, and his Breeches 
were unbutton'd and down, and he was upon 
the Child; he bid the Child get off the Bed, and 
the Child did, and then he alſo got off. 1 
ſaw nothing elſe while they were upon the Bed; 
when the Child got off the Bed the ſaid, Oh! 
what have you done, you have pulled up my 
Cloaths, and tore my Cap off, She got off the 
Bed before him. I aſfited him what made him do 
ſo, and he made me no Anſwer. She cem- 
plained of nothing elſe, but that he had pulled up 
her Cloaths and tore her Cap off. 

Mary Parſons. When I heard of this Mi-fortune 
on the 7th Day of June, I circied the Child to 
Mr Edmonds the Surgeon, to know whether he had 
done her any Damage.——-I did not know of fr 
till a Week after it was done. I aſked her be- 


fore I went to Mr Fdmonds how it happened, and 


what ſhe did there? She ſaid nothing to me about 
it. Mr Edmonds and lis Servant both ex2mined 
the Child: Mr Edmonds ſhook his Head, and ſaid 

it is very proper the Fellow ſhould be fecured.-

to buy ſome Holland; her Behaviour during the 


Time ſhe was in the Shop, gave me a Suſpicion of 


ber; when ſhe went out, one of my Servants was 
ordered to go after her, but Mr Valter being in the 
Shop, offered his Service and followed her; while 
ſhe was gone, I ſearched whether I had loſt any 
thing, * miſſed a Piece of waſhed Dowlas; and 
in leſs than about 10 Minutes, Mr Walker brought 
her back with the Cloth under her Arm ; ſhe came 
running into the Shop with the Cloth, and threw 
it down where ſhe had been ſitting. She was car- 
ried before Sir Robert Godſchall, ſhe owned the Fact 
Privately to us before, but did not own it before 
Sir Robert God/chall. She ſaid it was the firſt 
Fact ſhe had committed. 

2. Did your Servant ſhow her the Cloth or 
yourſelf ? 

Mr Setcole. My Servant, She had agreed for 
three Ells of it, and paid one Shilling in part. 

James Walker. I was in Mr Setcole's Shop the 
8th of June, and ſaw the Priſoner at the Bar, bar- 
gaining with Mr Sercole's Servant for ſome cloth; 
as ſoon as ſhe went out of the Shop, Mr Setcole 
ſaid he was afraid ſhe had taken ſome Cloth; he 
talked of ſending a Servant to follow her, and I 
ſaid I wonld follow her myſelf, which I did, and 
at the End of a Court, there was a Door, at 
which ſhe went in and ſhut the Door; I imme- 
diately opened the Door, and ſaw her Petticoats 
up, and the cloth then coming from under them. 
I took hold of her, and told her, Madam, I 
called her Madam, bccauſe ſhe was dreſſed in a 
fine damaſk Gown, and fine Cloaths.— Madam,

Sirrah, ſays he, 1 will give you a Crown, or half a 
ati or a Crown Bowl of Punch to fight me; 


but he would not: With that, this Mr Price walked

and there he held him, that the Man could na 
turn his Body one way or anather ; he gave him 
ſeveral Blows about his Breaſt and Arms, and held 
him by the Handkerchief, which he had about hi; 
Neck. I ſaw a little Blood come out of hi; 
Mouth, but that might be cauſed by the Pipe; then 
they mounted their Horſes and went away, Cent 
walked away as well as he could; but he Walk d 
but ſadly.

When I ſaw him 3 he always looked 
ſadly. He ſaid, he was very bad, and ſhould never 
be his right Man again. Before that he appear 
to be in good Health. He was always a Pals 
looking Man.— I believe he never did a Day's Work 
afterwards.— I ſaid, it is a ſad Thing that ſo mary 
People ſhould be ſtanding by, and not take him of, 
but let the Man be murdered.

Fane Chambers. I was at the Phugh Door, Mt 
Clark and Mr Price came up, and called for a Tan. 
kard of Beer, Cooke came- up, with his Pipe in his 
Mouth, and Cart jangled with him, and called 
him Rogue, and aſked him to fight. This little 
Man ſtruck Cooke, and flung him croſs the Sign 
'd his Whip, and took hold of hi;

Handkerchief ſo, and beat him till the Blood came 
wretchedly ; he laid with his Back croſs the Sięn 
Poſt.

them; Cooke ſaid after this, he believed he had given 
him his Death, and ſhould never be his own Man 
again.

(aid 1, what would you pleaſe to have with him? 
he faid, I want to ſpeak with him, tell him my 
Name is Clark, and ſend him to the Plough, to 
drink a Pot of Beer with me; about two or 
three Minutes, after C/ark was at my Houſe, my 
Huſband was coming along, all in his Blood ; when 
he came home, he was in a very bad Condition; he 
aid, the worlt of all was his Back; he ſaid, he has 
hurt my Back ſo, I am afraid I ſhall never recover 
it; my Face may be well again, I do not mind that ;

has often ſaid, This Man has been the Death of me, 
He ſaid, the little Man has done my Buſineſs;

John Dunckley. Tie was in a good State of Health 
before this, He has often told me, he believed he 
ſhould never get over it. 

Samuel Summer confirm'd good part of the pre- 
ceding Evidence. On the 15th of April I ſaw there 
was a little Man juſt rode by, and I think I met 
that tall Gentleman on Horſeback ; he ſaid, you 
old Rogue, you have it now, remember the Spade 
in the Lane. 
Face was almoſt as black as my Hat. I think, be- 
fore this,, he was in a good State of Health. A- 
bout three Weeks after this Accident, I a him 
drooping very much; I aſked him, where his 
Complaint was? he ſaid, in my Stomach, and the 
Smail of my Back : Said I, do you think it came 
by the Quarrel ?

Mr Fiber, Apothecary. Cooke came to my Shop, 
I do not remember the Time, it was in April, or 
May. I ſaw him pretty near his Death, he opened 
his Waiſtcoat, and I could not ſee any Marks of 
Violence upon his Breaſt or Back. I ſaw him a- 
bout 10 Days before he died, he ſpit fœtid, cor- 
rupted Matter, and was in an emaciated Condi- 
tion; I chooſe to leave it to the Surgeons to 
account for his Diſorder, 

Mr Girle, Surgeon. Upon opening the Body 
there was an Adheſion of the Lungs on the Right- 
ſide, and there was corrupted Matter on the Lungs. 
I cannot tell what was the Occaſion of his Death.— 
A Man may live a great while under ſuch Habit of 
Body ; but ſuch an Accident may haſten his Death. 
They have Pains, and Coughs in the Beginning of 
all Adheſions. A violent Blow may affect the Lungs. 
I cannot ſay how long this Adheſion may be com- 
ing in a natural way, it may come ſuddenly upon 
a violent Inflammation ; and ſuppoſing this Adhe- 
ſion to be an old Diſorder, this Uſage might 
haſten his Death. 

Mr Nour/e, Surgeon. I was deſired to be at the 
opening of the Body, I ſaw no Marks of Violence 
on the Outſide, in the Infide. I found a Quantity 
of Matter in the Thorax, and the Lungs had con- 
tracted a Quantity of Matter, and there was a ge- 
neral Adheſion of the Lungs, which in diſeaſed 
Bodies are very common. This Adheſion was, I 
believe, before this Scuffle, for if this Inflammation 
had been ſo great, as to occaſion this Adheſion, 
his Complaint would have been much worſe when 
the Inflammation was ſo violent, than afterwards ; 
and his Complaint was not ſo great at firſt as 
afterwards ; I believe that this Violence might haſten 
his Death. On the Right-ſide there was a Quanti- 
ty of Matter, of a reddiſh Hue, I took more 


particular Notice of the Colour of the Matter, be- | 


cauſe I deſigned to make an Experiment. When 
I aſked the Apothecary, whether he thought 4—

examine into the Matter, he called Blood? he ſaid, 
He had not made Enquiry enough to ſatisfy him- 
ſelf, I do not think he ſpit any Blood at all;

like Blood, that a Perſon may be deceived, and 
take it for Blood. I made an Inſpection into all 
the other Bowels, and found them as they uſually 
are, except the Liver, which had ſome Appearance 
of a Decay ; which muſt have been coming ſome 
Time before.—Such a Blow as would have occa- 
ſioned an Inflammation, muſt have been viſible 
at firſt, | 

Mr Poloch, Surgeon. I examined this Body, I 
ſaw him abovt three or four Days before his Death, 
he complained of a Purging, there was no Appear- 
ance of any Violence, but there was an Inflamma- 
tion in his Bowels. 

2. Is that a Diſlemper that People have natu- 
rally without any external Blow? ' 

Poloct. Yes, undoubtedly. If it was occaſioned 
by a Blow, it muſt make a viſible Appearance, ——

Morning, and ſhut the Window up, to prevent our 
having a Dram, but he opened it himſelf again, in 
about ten Minutes ; and it was not a quarter of an 
Mr Bird ſhut it 
his own ſelf; he padlocked the Window, and ſaid, 
Now, you Bitches, you ſhall not have the Window 
opened, but die and be damned ; and the Window 
was, not opened afterwards, till about ten in the 
Morning.

According to the Law delivered to us we find 
him Guilty, Death. And afterwards ſaid, The 
Caſe is unprecedented to any of us: If there be 
any room to recommend the Priſoner we deſire it.
